HOLDING DOLLFUSS 


TAKEN BY POLICE

he was at Graz, keeping in close 
touch with the situation.

Seize Dollfuss 


A hundred of the raiders were ar- 


rested but the remainder marched to 
the chancellory and took possession 
of it. 
They seized Dollfuss and his 


fellow cabineteers as hostages and 
mockingly laughed at the police 
guards who called on them to sur- 
render. 


They shouted from the windows 


that the Chancellor and his com- 
panions would be killed if the police 
or troops launched a counter at- 
tack. 


In the courtyard of the chancel- 


lory they lined up approximately 
150 government employes and ad- 
vised them to keep o.iiiet under pen- 
alty of death. 


Then began a virtual "state of 


siege", 
reinforcements

ernment and additional police were 
rushed to the chancellory. 


Police Ultimatum. 


The police delivered an ultimatum 


that the prisoners must be released 
•within one hour or an attack would 
be launched. 


Again the terrorists laughed at the 


police as they kept the doors of the 
chancellory tightly locked and re- 
fused to permit anyone, even for- 
eign diplomats, to enter. They would 
not even answer the telephone.

will lose federal aid for relief unless 
it contributes a "reasonable" share. 
A statement issued by Guffey, fol- 
lowing his conference with Williams, 
placed the share at 50 per cent. 


May Need Special Session. 


Guffey said a special session of 


the legislature might be necessary. 
Declaring that "adequate relief de- 
pends upon state assistant," Guffey 
said in part: 
"The federal relief administration 


is willing to pay 50 per cent of the 
relief load of Pennsylvania and re- 
quests that Pennsylvania submit a 
plan to take care of its share, and 
that during the intervening period, 
the federal government will advance 
the whole relief bill for the state." 


Guffey said the present situation 


was due to the failure of the state 
liquor stores to provide $20,000,000 in 
profits which had been appropriated 
for relief. 


The governor was prepared to of- 


fer the FERA $1,250,000 a month 
from the state liquor stores for the 
last four months of the year but 
this would fall short of any 50 pel- 
cent contribution if relief continues 
at the rate of $10.000,000 a month as 
at present.

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DISAPPOINTMENTS IN RUSSIAN RECOGNITION 


D 


O you remember the ballyhoo by the so-called liberal press 


and the liberal statesmen a few months ago, about how we 


were going to restore prosperity through revived trade with 
Russia? 
We were told that all we had to do was to recognize 


Russia and arrangements would quickly be made for a foreign 
trade that would put us in clover once more. 


The other day Walter Duranty, the distinguished corres- 


pondent headed an interesting dispatch from Moscow to the 
New York Times with the statement that, "Although seven 
months have passed since the-United States recognized-the So- 
viet Union, trade between the two countries, so-far from increas- 
ing has diminished almost to the vanishing point." 


'• Here again we have reality as distinguished from ballyhoo. 


Those in the United States who opposed Soviet Russian recog- 
nition repeatedly pointed out that we could not carry on any 
extensive trade with Soviet Russia unless we took in turn raw 
materials of which we already had a surplus or loaned to Russia 
money with which to buy from us. 
But the promises of For- 


eign Commissar Litvinoff about what they were going to do. for 
us were more attractive apparently than logic. 
At any rate 


the promises won, and now the result is just what might have 
been expected. 


Of course they tell us now that the so-called United States- 


Soviet debt issue is blocking foreign trade between the two 
countries and that we cannot expect Russia to buy from us unless 
we cancel the old debts. 
At first all that was needed was Rus- 


sian recognition. 
Now we are told we must add to this debt 


cancellation in order to get the business. 
If we are foolish 


enough to fall for this we will next be told that we must lend 
our good Russian brethren the money with which to buy from 
us. 
If credits are extended of course they will buy. 
And what 


a lot of fun we would have later on, whistling for the money. 


But this is not all of the disappointment we have received 


from our Russian recognition venture. 
We were told that com- 


munist propaganda in the United States would be curtailed by 
such recognition. The very opposite seems to be the case. The 
trouble on the Pncific'coast is an example. 
While there can be 


no question that the majority of the men who went out on strike 
there are loyal Americans trying to assert peacefully what they 
conceive to be their rights, there can be little question that the 
radicals seized the opportunity to spread violence and discontent. 


HOW THE TOURISTS PAY 


The value of what are called the "invisible exports" in a nation's 


economy is clearly illustrated by figures recently released in France as to 
the worth of the tourist trade to that country. 
' • 


During 1933, for instance, American tourists spent about 1,500,000,000 


francs in France. 
In that year,i French exports to the. United States 


were a little more than haLf that much—868,000,000 francs, to put it ex- 
actly. 


In other words, as far as the United States is concerned, the tourist 


business is worth twice as much to France as Is foreign trade. 


And there's another interesting item in the same connection. French 


authorities have tubulated the way in which the American tourist's money 
is spend in France; they have found that only seven per cent, of it goes 
for what may be termed wine, women and song. 


Considering the popular tradition about this same thing, the figure 


seems surprisingly low. 
The average American tourist, according to the 


more or less general belief, is supposed to go to Paris and immediately 
start out to "see the bright lights," as the saying goes. 
But if only seven 


per cent, of his money goes for this purpose, he must have many other 
diversions and entertainment of more lasting value.

MORE PROFIT IN LOWER FARES 


Beginning last December Western railways covering 134,000 miles 


started an experiment with reduced passenger fares. 
There was to be a 


trial lor six months. 
The time has now been extended for a year and a 


half. 


After a lapse of nearly eight months the companies are able to 


measure results of their experiment. 
:It has proved satisfactory to the 


railroads and to a much greater degree to the public. 


For the first six months' period the number of passengers increased 


almost 33 per cent. 
Mileage traveled gained more than one-quarter 


compared with the corresponding period of last year. 


And the railroads earned 4U per cent, more revenue. 
Cheaper fares 


thus appear to be in the nature of an excellent bargain for companies 
and for customers. 


Is this not a good hint for the Brain Trusters who seem to think that 


boosting prices of commodities will produce a return of prosperity? 
Their theories have failed in all directions to yield promised results, 
whereas this railroad experiment with a definite reduction for a com- 
modity price has brought home the bacon.

DISAPPOINTMENTS IN RUSSIAN RECO GN ITIO N 


n o you remember the ballyhoo by the so-called liberal press 
^ 
and the liberal statesmen a few months a^o, about how we 
were ^oinp: to restore prosperity through revived trade with 
Russia.^ 
We were told that all we had to do was to recognize 
Russia and arrangements would quickly be made for a foreign 
trade that w’ould put us in clover once more. 
The other day Walter Duranty, the distinguished corres­ 
pondent, headed an interesting dispatch from Moscow to the 
.New York Times with the statement that, “ Although seven 
months have passed since the United States recognized the So­ 
viet Union, trade between the two countries, so far from increas­ 
ing, has diminished almost to the vanishing point.” 
• Here again we have reality as distinguished from ballyhoo. 
Those in the United States who opposed Soviet Russian recog­ 
nition repeatedly pointed out that we could not carry on any 
extensive trade with Soviet Russia unless we took in turn raw 
materials of which we already had a surplus or loaned to Russia 
money with which to buy from us. 
But the promises of For­ 
eign Commissar Litvinoff about what they were going to do. for 
us were more attractive apparently than logic. 
At any rate 
the promises won, and now the result is just what might have 
been expected. 
^ Of course they tell us now that the so-called United States- 
Soviet debt issue is blocking foreign trade between the two 
countries and that we cannot expect Russia to buy from us unless 
we cancel the old debts. 
At first all that was needed was Rus­ 
sian recognition. 
Now we are told we must add to this debt 
cancellation in order to get the business. 
If we are foolish 
enough to fall for this we will next be told that we must lend 
our good Russian brethren the money with which to buy from 
us. 
If credits are extended of course they will buy. 
And what 
a lot of fun we would have later on, whistling for^he money. 
But this is not all of the disappointment we have received 
from our Russian recognition venture. 
We were told that com­ 
munist propaganda in the United States would be curtailed by 
such recognition. 
The very opposite seems to be the case. 
The 
trouble on the Pacific coast is an example. 
While there can be 
no question that the majority of the men who went out on strike 
there are loyal Americans trying to assert peacefully what they 
conceive to be their rights, there can be little question that the 
radicals seized the opportunity to spread violence and discontent.

DISAPPOINTMENTS IN RUSSIAN RECOGHIiION 


O you remember the ballyhoo by the so-cnlled liberal press 


and the liberal statesmen a few months ago, about how we 


were going to restore prosperity through revived trade with 
Russia3 
We were told that all we had to do was to recognize 


Russia and arrangements would quickly be made for a foreign 
trade that would put us in clover once more. 


The other day Walter Duranty, the distinguished corres- 


pondent headed an interesting dispatch from Moscow to the 
New York Times with the statement that, "Although seven 
months have passed since the United States recognized-the So- 
viet Union, trade between the two countries, so far from increas- 
ing has diminished almost to the vanishing point." 


'• Here again we have reality as distinguished from ballyhoo. 


Those in the United Stales who opposed Soviet Russian recog- 
nition repeatedly pointed out that we could not carry on any 
extensive trade with Soviet Russia unless we took in turn raw 
materials of which we already had a surplus or loaned to Russia 
money with which to buy from us. 
But the promises of For- 


eign Commissar Litvinoff about what they were going to do. for 
us were more attractive apparently than logic. 
At any rate 


the promises won, and now the result is just what might have 
been expected. 


Of course they tell us now that the so-called United States- 


Soviet debt issue is blocking foreign trade between the 
two 


countries and that we cannot expect Russia to buy from us unless 
we cancel the old debts. 
At first all that was needed was Rus- 


sian recognition. 
Now we are told we must add to this debt 


cancellation in order to get the business. 
If we are. foolish 


enough to fall for this we will next be told that we must lend 
our good Russian brethren the money with which to buy from 
us. 
If credits are extended of course they will buy. 
And what 


a lot of fun we would have later on, whistling for the money. 


But this is not all of the disappointment we have received 


from our Russian recognition venture. 
We were told that com- 


munist propaganda in the United States would be curtailed by 
such recognition. 
The very opposite seems to be the case. 
The 


trouble on the Pacific'coast is an example. 
While there can be 


no question that the majority of the men who went out on strike 
there are loyal Americans trying to assert peacefully what they 
conceive to be their rights, there can be little question that the 
radicals seized the opportunity to spread violence and discontent.

After a lapse of nearly eighb months the companies are able to 


measure results of their experiment. 
It has proved satisfactory to the 


railroads and to a much greater degree to the public. 


For the first six -nonths' period the number of passengers increased 


almost 33 per cent. 
Mileage traveled gained more than one-quarter 


compared with the corresponding period of last year. 


And the railroads earned 4^ per cent, more revenue. 
Cheaper fares 


thus appear to be in the nature of an excellent bargain for companies 
and for customers. 


Is this not a pood hint for the Brain Trusters who seem to think that 


boosting prices of commodit.ies will produce a 
return of prosperity? 


Their theories have failed in all directions to yield promised results, 
Tvhereas this railroad experiment with a definite reduction for a com- 
modity price has brought home the bacon.

Professors deal only in theories, 


while hard-boiled railroad presidents must handle facts as they find them.

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Lawrence County Commissioners 
Present Statement On Status 
Of New Court House Project Here 


Lawrence 
county commissioners 


believe that the public is interested 
in an explanation of the proposed 
new court house proposition which 
has been agitated for some time. 


In-the letter which follows they 


have undertaken to give the reasons 
which led them to take the matter 
up together with an outline of their 
activities from the time a new court 
house was first recommended by a 
grand jury until the present. 
Their statement Is as follows: 


To the Citizens of Lawrence Coun- 


ty, Pennsylvania: 


The matter -of whether or not a 


r?w court house should be built in 
Lawrence count:/ has been agitated 
for sometime and recently Has be- 
come controversial. 


In order that the people in this 


county may know the facts and the 
position of the county commission- 
ers in regard to this matter we re- 
spectfully submit the following state- 
ment: 


On June 7, 1917, the grand jury 


made the following report: 


"That the county of Lawrence is 


In need of a new and modern court 
house and recommend the erection 
of a new and modern court house 
as well as a new detention home, 
etc." This was the first of a series 
o^ recommendation by the grand 
juries of this county setting forth 
tl 
need of a new court house and 


the Inadequacy of the old court 
house. 


The second of these was made 


March 7, 1918. and reads as follows: 


THE GRAND INQUEST of the 


commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in- 
quiring for the county of Lawrence, 
in all matters relating to the same, 
do respectfully report: 


15. That the county commissioners 


erect a new county building and 
modern jail, with all the humani- 
tarian appurtenances for the proper 
care of the county's degenerates, de- 
linquents and other 
unfortunates. 


Also, a properly appointed residence 
for the sheriff, and that the new 
building be situated so as to be 
readily accessible from all parts of 
the city of New Castle." 


The 22nd of this series was filed 


September 14, 1933, and reads as 
follows: 


"We beg leave further to report: 
That -we have visited and inspected 
i .- county buildings and find that 
the county records axe not protected 
from fires, a fire proof vault is iieed- 
'ed. 


"The grand jury recommends that 


steps be taken toward the erection of 
a new court house." 


With this background of recom- 


mendations by 22 grand juries of 
this county, and deeply conscious of 
the present financial depression, the 
present board of county commission- 
ers were very reluctant to take any 
steps toward erection of a new court 
house -at this time, and, after con- 
sideration of the actions taken by 
the several grand juries, were unani- 
mously of the opinion that the court 
house should not now be built and 
•were of one accord in opposition to 
the project. 


At this juncture the question of 


relief for the unemployed and also 
for the indigent persons of this 
county became not only a county 
proposition but also a matter of 
both state and national interest. 
Federal and state funds have been 
sent into and 
expended in this 


county for the relief of the unem- 


ployed and the indigent amounting 
to approximately one and one-half 
million dollars. 


The county commissioners were 


advised that the position of the fed- 
eral government as announced to 
the 
government of 
Pennsylvania 


•would be that states and munici- 
palities that did not cooperate with 
the federal plan of recovery could 
not expect federal relief until all 


si:- own resources have been fully 


exhausted. 


Dr. G. S. Bennett appeared before 


the county commissioners and ad- 
vised them that he had returned 
from a conference in Harrisburg at 
which he was instructed that unless 
the county of Lawrence would do 
something to help, itself and co- 
operate with the state and federal 
government by carrying out some 
project under the federal public 
works administration, or by some 
other system, that would be com- 
mensurate with the ability of the 
county, the amount of, federal and 
state relief that would be givers to 
th county would be very materially 
reduced and consequently an in- 
creased burden would be passed to be 
placed upon the poor district of the 
county of Lawrence to the extent 
that federal and stale relief would 
be reduced. 
Subsequently, but very soon after- 


wards. Honorable Eric Biddle, state 
administration of federal and state 
relief, called a conference to be held 
in Pittsburgh, to discuss the matter 
with the representatives of numer- 
ous counties of the western part of 
Pennsylvania. A. K Conner, chair- 
man of the board of county commis- 
sioners at that time, represented 
the county of Lawrence at that con- 
ference. 
Mr. Biddle stated to the 


representatives there assembled that 
unless the several counties would do 
something to help themselves and 
cooperate with the federal govern- 
ment by carrying forward some pro- 
ject either under the feleral public 
works administration or under some 
drier system, 50 per cent of the 
relief money that otherwise would 
be advanced to the county would be 
withheld and the same placed, upon 
the poor district representing the 
municipality. 
This would have meant an in- 


creased burden on the poor district 
of the county of Lawrence in a very 
large sum, approximately the sum 
of seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars ($750,000) which would 
have to be expended for poor and 
unemployment relief, with nothing 
to show for the same after the ex-

having been reported to the county 
commissioners by Mr. Conners, we 
saw no reason for believing Mr. Bid- 
die to be either a liar or a bluffer. 
Considering the responsible position 
that he holds, the seriousness of the 
subject matter and his general rep- 
utation, we had confidence in Mr. 
Biddle and took his statements at 
heir face value. Whether he" was 
worthy of that confidence or just a 
trifler, talking to hear the sound of 
ais voice, certainly will soon appear, 
now that all our efforts to do the 
thing that he required have been 
blocked. 
After consideration of the situa- 


tion in the light of the statements 
of Mr. Biddle. the county commis- 
sioners began to cast about for 
some project which would be at 
once useful to the county of Law- 
rence, supply an" existing need, sup- 
ply much needed labor for the peo- 
ple of this county, and be commen- 
surate with the ability and stand- 
ing of the county. Several projects 
were 
considered, some of which 


proved not to be feasible, and one 
of which was disapproved of the 
grand jury of this county at the 
March sessions of 1934. . 


Keeping in mind-the fact that in 


the 16 years immediately preceding, 
22 grand juries of this county had 
expressed the opinion that the 
court house was inadequate and 
and practically all of them had rec- 
ommended the building of a new 
court house, arid ' also keeping in 
mind the fact that quite a few of 
the records of the County are now 
stored in unsuitable and unsafe 
places either -in the belfry of the 
court house or .in the basement 
thereof, and the further fact that 
the superintendent of schools, Law- 
rence County agricultural Associa- 
tion, the district attorney and the 
county detective, the Department of 
Welfare, as well as also the two 
judges of this county, are now oc- 
cupying rented offices and rooms at 
the expense of the county, because 
of no room for them in the court 
house, the further fact that the ex- 
isting 
court 
house is not now 


equipped for the care of women jur- 
ors as required by the positive marir 
dates of the statutes of this Com- 
monwealth, that the county is con- 
stantly being criticized by the State 
Department 
o£ Welfare as to the 


unavoidable condition of the county 
jail, and numerous other causes, the 
county 
commissioners 
deemed it 


wise to investigate what might be 
done towards building a new court 
house, county jail and sheriff's res- 
idence as a federal public works 
administration project, and thereby 
not only comply with the require- 
ments laid down by Mr. Biddle, but 
also' supply a much needed im- 
provement in the county and make 
it certain that 'a sum of monev 
necessarily 
very 
large, probably 


equal to the total cost of a new 
court house, would be added as an 
.additional burden on the poor dis- 
trict of the county of Lawrence. 


Before taking any definite steps 


to adopt this project, the matter 
was taken up and discussed with 
the two judges of this county, Hon- 
orable 
B. 
Lawrence 
HUdebrand, 


president 
judge, 
and 
Honorable 


James A. Chambers, Judge, and in 
an informal way they both agreed 
that the project of building a new 
court house should be undertaken. 


The first official action looking to 


the erection of a new court house 
was taken by the county commis- 
sioners on October 14, 1933. 


Subsequently, and in order that 


this project might be properly sub- 
mitted to and acted upon by the 
state and federal authorities hav- 
ing charge ot the Federal Works 
Administration, the county commis- 
sioners found it necessary to em- 


ploy an architect to prepare plans 
ind specifications sufficiently com- 
plete to permit them to submit their 
application to the.federal authori- 
ties through the state authorities 
for the carrying out of the project 
of building a new court house, coun- 
ty jail and sheriff's residence for 
this county. 
The county commissioners there- 


fore entered into negotiations with 
the Thayer Company, architects, of 
New Castle, Pennsylvania, for the 
preparation of such plans and speci- 
fications. 
A contract, strictly in 


conformity with the requirements of 
the federal code in relation to ar- 
chitects, was prepared by the county 
solicitor and submitted to the court 
of quarter sessions 
of Lawrence 


county, composed ol Judges HUde- 
brand and Chambers, and, after due 
consideration they both approved 
said contract on November 1, 1933, 
and it was filed as part of the rec- 
ords of said court. 


As soon as sufficient plans and 


specifications had been prepared, 
which showed the estimated cost of 
the said court house, county jail 
and sheriff's residence to be seven 
hundred sixty-eight thousand dol- 
lars ($768,000), an application was 
made to the federal authorities' for 
the approval of the project. 
The 


basis of said plan was that the 
United States of America would 
make a gift or grant of thirty per 
cent (30%) of the cost of labor and 
materials to be used in the project, 
which should never be paid back, 
and loan the county the balance of 
the money at four per cent (4%) 
interest, payable In a series extend- 
ing over a period of 20 years. 
The 


terms of this contract were so agreed 
upon by the Federal Government 
that the present tax rate could be 
maintained without increase during 
the period the court house "was be- 
ing paid for, due both to the liber- 
ality of the contract of the United 
States of America and" the fact that 
the payments on existing indebted- 
ness of the county would soon be 
decreased and continue to decrease 
during said period. 
The 
projec 


was approved by the Federal Gov- 
ernment on the basis of a cost of 
seven hundred sixty-eight thousand 
dollars ($768,000). 


On December 7, 1933, after it had 


become known that the above steps 
had been taken and the matter hac 
been widely discussed, and at a time 
when "the depression" was alrnos 
at its worst, a 23d grand jury took 
the matter up and made the follow- 
ing presentment: 


"We beg leave further to report 


That we have visited and inspected 
the county buildings and find tha 
they are badly congested and anti- 
quated and unsuitable lor presen 
day requirements. 


We further report and recommend 
that new and modern type build- 
ings be constructed suitable for the 
purpose for which they are intend- 
ed, commodious and durable to take 
care of present and future require- 
ments. That they be artistic in de- 
sign. 
Buildings that will in ever* 


way be a credit to the county o 
Lawrence. And further recommenc 
that if more land is necessary to 
accommodate such buildings that it 
be purchased adjoining the site of

The County Commissioners hesi- 


tated to execute the contract with 
the United States of America where- 
by said money would be available 
to the said County of Lawrence, due 
to the fact that a question had been 
raised by the County Controller as 
to the legality of the contract with 
the Thayer Company. An action of 
Mandamus was brought in the Court 
of Common Pleas of this County by 
the Thayer Company to compel the 
County Controller to sign the war- 
rant for the sum of seven thousand 
eight hundred dollars ($7,800) which 
was due the Thayer Company under 
the terms of the contract which al- 
ready had been approved 
by • the 


Court of Quarter Sessions of Law- 
rence 
County, presided over by 


Judges HUdebrand and Chambers, 
'ilie Court of Common Pleas of this 
County, 
Judges 
Hildebrand 
and 


Chambers both sitting, directed the 
County 
Controller 
to 
sign- the 


voucher. An appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court of this Com- 
monwealth and the judgment of the 
Court of Common "Pleas of this 
County was affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court and the money accord- 
ingly paid. 


It therefore seemed clear to the 


County 
Commissioners 
that 
the 


steps already taken were legal, hav- 
ing beerf sustained by the highest 
Court of this Commonwealth where- 
in Judges Hildebrand and Cham- 
bers had been affirmed. The County 
Commissioners executed the con- 
tract with the United States of Am- 
erica, as of May 23, 1D34, and made 
available for the use of this Coun- 
ty the sum of'seven hundred sixty 
eight thousand dollars ($768,000) to 
be used to give employment to the 
unemployed of this county, and' at 
the same time furnish to the County 
a much needed improvement that 
would be a credit to the County for 
r.iany years to • ome. 


The skies apparently beinr; clear, 


the County Commissioners began to 
seek a suitable site for the struc- 
ture. They first sought a conference 
with the two Judges of this Coun- 
ty on the question of a suitable site, 
but Judge Hildebrand declined to 
express any opinion on the subject 
saying that it was for the County 
Commissioners to select the site and 
for the Court to approve or disap- 
prove. One site after another was 
selected by the 
County 
Commis- 


sioners and submitted to the Court 
until the total amount of sites sub- 
mitted was five. 
These five sites 


were located in five different parts 
of the city and represented five dif- 
ferent conditions. All of said sites 
were disapproved by the Court, the 
two members of the Court agreed 
only once to disapprove, and • dis- 
approved the other four sites be- 
cause the two members of the Court 
were unable to agree, Judge Hilde- 
brand in each end every case being 
opposed to the-site submitted.

the Judgment o* the Court on the 
last petition presented and on July 
19, 1934, Judge Hildebrand added, In 
the nature of a postscript, though

that he was opposed to the building 
of a Court House at this time and 
asserting that he would not'in the 
near future approve any site. 


Two of the County Commissioners 


believing that the action of the 
Court in this matter should be the 
Judicial action of "the Court," and 
not the expression of either the per- 
sonal preference or the personal 
prejudice of the individual judges 
and that the loss of the gift from 


a review of this action by our Su- 
preme Court will be asked has not 
yet been determined. 


Had 
Judge Hildebrand, stated 


when the first petition asking for 
the approval of a site was presented, 
that he was opposed to the building 
of a Court House at this time and 
wuuld not approve any site the Coun- 
ty Commissioners would bt~ve been 
able to act accordingly. We do not 
dispute Judge Hildebrand's right to 


the United States of America, to-1 change his mind If ':e so desires, 
gether with the amount of expens- 
es they have already incurred, ap- 
proximating the sum of two hundred 
fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) was 
of sufficient importance that the 
opinion of a wholly disinterested 
Judge ought to be added to that of 
the two local judges, petitioned the 
court either to call In a judge from 
another district themselves or to re- 
quest the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania to send in a judge to this 
district for that purpose. 


It probably was discretionary with 


our two local judges whether or not 
they should grant that petition, but 
in a case involving an election mat- 
ter In Philadelphia, where the two 
sitting judges disagreed, 
our Su- 


preme Court said: "The situation 
with which we are confronted sug- 
gests that the common pleas Judges 
of Philadelphia, who are empow- 
ered to designate, from time to time, 
two or more of their number to 
compute the vote in that county, 
should, in the future, assign three, 
rather than two judges to perform 
tLat duty." .. 


Again in another case Involving 


the approval of a contract to re- 
index certain records and the pay- 
ment for the same in Northumber- 
land County, where the two judges 
disagreed, our Supreme Court said: 
"Whenever the judges comprising 
a court differ in the way these did, 
it is difficult, If not Impossible, to 
convince the community that ulter- 
ior or personal motives did hot cause 
their disagreement. It helps but lit- 
tle for one to say he is right and the 
other wrong: each will say it, and. 
though it may be true as to one, the 
friends and partisans of the other 
will not admit it, and their clamor, 
rightfully or wrongfully, will result 
in an injury to the court, and may 
seriously impair its future useful- 
ness." The Judgment of the Supreme 
Court in that case, among other 
things, was: "And the Honorable 
William C. Ferguson, associate Judge 
o' the Court of Common Pleas No. 3 
of Philadelphia Is hereby authorized 
and directed to proceed with the 
case according to law." 
This had 


not been asked by either judge of 
Northumberland County; 


The two County Commissioners 


that presented the petition think 
they had ample 'justification for 
asking for a Judge from another dis- 
trict, but, on July 20, 1934, their pe- 
tition was refused. Whether or not 


but it would ha e sav^.d the County 
Commissioners much trouble and 
the county some expense, If he had 
announced this conclusion on his 
part at an earlier date.

day night. His subject will be “The 
Schools of Tomorrow's World”. Oth­ 
er pertinent papers listed on the 
program will include those on wheth­ 
er teachers should affiliate with la­ 
bor organizations; the cost of gov­ 
ernment and its relation to school 
support; industrial education and 
the consumer; and methods of allo­ 
cating school funds. 
All day Wednesday the schoolmen 
will discuss the growing demands 
being made of the public school sys­ 
tem under the new social order with 
its shorter working day and restrict­ 
ed working week.

eight or more prominent educators 
and social workers comprising the 
panel. Specific questions which they 
will take up will include whether or

The eclipse o f Oct. 21, 1930

Another 
phenomenon 
of 
the 


heavens which aroused the fear and 
awe of the ancients was the occasion 
of a solar eclipse. These, because of 
their frequency, were not as genei-al- 
ly regarded as harbingers of evil, 
however, as were the comets. 


Early in the history of astronomy 


it -sras noted that the moon's path 
across the skies did not coincide with 
that of the sun but that it was in- 
clined to an angle of about five de- 
grees to it, half of the moon's path 
lying to the north and half to the 
south of the sun's path. At those 
points -where the moon's path cross- 
es that of the sun, these points are 
known as the nodes, it was found the 
eclipses were most likely to occur. 


The moon's crossings of the nodes 
are about six months apart. 


Total Eclipse 


An eclipse, as every schoolboy now 


knows, occurs when the moon pass- 
es between the earth and the sun. It 
is a total in those places where the 
sun's body is completely covered by 
the body of the moon, and partial 
where the moon only partially ob- 
scures the sun's light. 


Total eclipses afford the astrono- 


mer the only opportunity of study- 
Ing the outer appendages of the sun. 
For this reason whenever a total 
eclipse is to occur you/ read many 
stories in the papers of observatory 
expeditions to those parts of the

A delicious "bean hole" dinner was 


enjoyed by the boys of Scout Troop

At the same time the 
butchers Issued an ultimatum that 
they would butcher no cattle not 
handled by union labor. 


Officials admitted that butchering 


in all probability will cease until 
the strike is settled. 


Hopes for settlement of the Hand- 


lers' Union strike remained remote, 
however, while the thirst-crazed ani- 
mals Jamming the stock pens suf- 
fered and died in the extreme heat. 
Cattle were perishing at the rate of 
one every five minutes. 


Belong To Government 


Between 65,000 and 70,000 crowded 


the pen facilities which were great- 
ly curtailed by the disastrous fire 
of two months ago. All except about 
25,000 head belonged to the federal 
government, purchased by the fed- 
eral surplus relief corporation 
to 


save them from death by thirst and 
starvation in the 
drought-ridden 


areas.

of the County Home has a prize crop 
of buckwheat this year. Not such 
a huge acreage of it, just two acres 
to be exact, but from its appearance 
now he is going to harvest a bum- 
per crop of potential hot 
cakes 


from it later in the summer. 
The buckwheat is tall and heavy 


•with blossoms crowding each other 
out on the stalks. Not even Mr. Sny- 
der knows just why he should have 
such a crop this year but there it is, 
to the east of the Home, promising 
luscious stacks of the cakes that 
call for syrup and sausage later on. 


Berries Plentiful 


Berries bore a heavy crop this 


year also. Nearly 750 quarts of rasp- 
berries were picked and served to 
the guests, with 200 quarts of them 
put up for the coming winter. It 
takes a lot of raspberries and other 
edibles to lay a-meal for 154 guests 
which is the enrollment at the pres- 
ent time.

Potatoes is another 
crop 
that 


should yield heavy this year. Five 
acres of ground are planted to po.ta- 


j toes with the tops in healthy condi- 
tion. Spraying and cultivating them 
have brought them along in splen- 
did shape. 
In addition to the. crops mention- 


ed there are long rows ol corn and 
beans and cabbage, all 
of 
them 


showing the care they have had and 
all of them a guarantee -against the 
blizzards to come. 


Chicken Herder 


There is one job at the home this 


year that probably ranks as the only 
one of its kind in the county. It is 
that of Chicken Herder. 
You have heard of sheep herders, 


cow herders and the rest, but this 
chap is a chicken herder. AIL day 
long he sits under an awning of bur- 
lap, keeping the chickens out of the 
cabbage. The day is just a contest 


between him and the chickens to 
see who comes out best. 


All day long the chickens try their 
best to get into the cabbage rows 
for an extra feast and all day long 
the colored chap who is the chicken 
herder keeps them away. ITot a hard 
job but an important one. 


There is one thing badly needed 


at the County Home and that is 
shade for the front lawn. Why the 
lawn was not planted in trees when 
the Home was built is a mystery. In 
all that vast expanse of lawn there 
is but one tree that throws a shade 
and this shade is about the size of a 
nine by twelve room. 


A row of Lombardy poplars along 
the road side, with plantings of elms/ 
maples and a few pin oaks over the 
lawn would pay big dividends in 
comfort in a few years. Some of the 
garden clubs or civic clubs might 
be- interested in such a project.

Solar Eclipses 


Give Astronomers Only Opportunity To 


Study Sun's Appendages 


The eclipse of Oct. 21,1930

Another 
phenomenon 
of 
the 


heavens which aroused the fear and 
awe of the ancients was the occasion 
of a solar eclipse. These, because of 
their frequency, were not as general- 
ly regarded as harbingers of evil, 
however, as were the comets. 


Early in the history of astronomy 
it was noted that the moon's path 
across the skies did not coincide with 
that of the sun but that it was in- 
clined to an angle of about five de- 
grees to it, half of the moon's path 
lying to the north and half to the 
south of the sun's path. At those 
points where the moon's path cross- 
es that of the sun, these points are 
known as the nodes, it was found the 
eclipses were most likely to occur. 


The moon's crossings of the nodes 
are about six months apart. 


Total Eclipse 


An eclipse, as every schoolboy now 


knows, occurs when the moon pass- 
es between the earth and the sun. It 
is a total in those places where the 
sun's body is completely covered by 
the body of the moon, and partial 
where the moon only partially ob- 
scures the sun's light. 


Total eclipses afford the astrono- 


mer the only opportunity of study- 
ing the outer appendages of the sun. 
For this reason whenever a total 
eclipse is to occur you/ read many 
stories in the papers of observatory 
expeditions to those parts of the 
world where 
it 
will be visible. 


Months of preparation are necessary 
so that the astronomers can enjoy 
the few minutes of totality.

Washington, July 25.—Coast guard 


headquarters today was prepared to 
mobilize a substantial fleet of rum 
chasers off the northeastern coast 
where smugglers have 'become de- 
cidedly active within the last few 
months. 


Finding ,a good market for smug- 


gled goods because of high customs 
duties and internal revenue taxes, 
tl 
smugglers have concentrated 


about 15 boats loaded with alcohol 
and other distilled" spirits along the 
Maine, New York and New Jersey 
coasts. 


In the days of prohibition the 


rum smugglers had a sort of a code 
of ethics which provided that there 
would be no narcotic and alien run- 
ning in connection with bringing 
foreign liquors into the country. 


Code Breaks Down. 


This code, reports showed, has 


broken down, The new ram smug- 
glers are stopping at nothing so that 
the narcotic bureau and the labor 
department have been forced into

Officials are surprised at the large 


amount of alcohol being smuggled 
into the country. Some believe cheap 
molasses alcohol is being produced 
in the West Indies and brought into 
the United States for sale to. boot- 
leggers who convert it into imitation 
i' ;ign liquors. 
Domestic moonshining and boot- 


legging on a large scale still consti- 
tute serious problems to the govern- 
ment. The Internal revenue bureau 
has g-ndually increased its force un- 
til several thousand men are engag- 
ed in the task of protecting govern- 
mental revenue through the battle 
against the illicit traffic.
